Forced to maintain radio si­ 
lence for safety , the American 
submersibles may not rep ort for 
day s and weeks, but their cumu­ 
lative successes since the out­ 
break of the war leaves no doubt 
* *hst they are on the job around 
the clock 
Jap s Hard Hit 
Navy communiques, which from 
time to time summarize subma­ 
rine op erations, show that the 
American underwater craft have 
sunk almost every ty p e of Jap a­ 
nese warship , with the ex cep tion 
of battleship s, p lus valuable sup ­ 
p ly and cargo vessels and troop 
transp orts. 
Of the 9 9 total credited to subs, 
6 5 Jap anese ship s of all ty p es

The offer was made first to Wil­ 
liam Batt, WPB official, at hia In­

when

USSR as a representative of Pres­ 
ident Roosevelt in September 19 41, 
three months before Pearl Harbor. 
Tn February of this y ear, WPB 
rubber ex perts thought it advis­ 
able to obtain samples of Russia’s 
sy nthetic tires, and made repre­ 
sentations to this end. 
Reply ing 
through the Jend-lease administra­ 
tion, the Soviet agreed to send 
samples of her tires, and again 
offered a complete ex change of in­ 
formation on processes used in the 
manufacture 
of 
w-ar-vital 
sy n­ 
thetic rubber. 
At the time Russia made her 
offers, which, according to com­ 
petent officials “had no strings 
attached,” she had been producing 
the sy nthetic material for more 
than IO y ears and was reported to 
have productive capacity equal to, 
it not in ex cess of, Germany . 
Both offers, 
according 
to a 
high-placed government official, 
were 
“kicked around” 
by the 
WPB and the Rubber Reserve 
company , and nothing w'aa ever 
done about them. 
Efforts by the Baruch rubber 
Investigating committee to find 
the Individuals responsible for this 
“faulty administration” were fu­ 
tile, as the rejections were made 
verbally , and no official of either 
war agency has been willing to 
accept responsibility for the ac­ 
tion.

In February of this year, WPS 
rubber experts thought it advis­ 
able to obtain samples of Russia’s 
synthetic tires, and made repre­ 
sentations to this end. 
Replying 
through the lend-lease adpilnistra 
lion, the Soviet agreed to send 
samples of her Ursa, and again 
offered a complete exchange of in­ 
formation on processes used in the 
manufacture of war-vital syn­ 
thetic rubber. 
At the time Russia made ber) 
offers, which, according to com­ 
petent officials "had no strings 
attached,” she had been producing 
th* synthetic material for more 
than IO years and was reported to 
have producUve capacity equal to, 
if not in excels of, Germany. 
Both offers, according to a 
high-placed government official, 
were "kicked around” by the 
WPB and the Rubber Reserve 
company, and nothing was ever 
dons about them. 
Efforts by the Baruch rubber 
Investigating committee to find 
the individuals responsible for this 
"faulty administration" were fu­ 
tile, as the rejections were made 
verbally, and no official of either 
war agency has been willing to 
accept reeponsibUity for the ac­ 
tion.

IDIET AND HEALTH 


What the Thyroid Gland 
Does and How It Works 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
FOR SOME reason that is n ot 
v ery clear to me, my mail of late 
has been full of in quiries ev ery 
d ay about the thyroid glan d an d 
goiter. I say the reason is n ot clear

to me because usually when I get 
a lot of in quiries on on e subject 
it is because I hav e written on it. 
But I hav e had n o article! on the 
thyroid for some time. Besid es ac­ 
cord in g to our experien ce in my 
part of the world goiter is d imin ­ 
ishin g. Still the letters keep com­ 
in g in . 
Perhaps it is the war. It is well 
kn own that in an y time of great 
stress, an xiety, an d traged y, goiter 
in creases. An y sud d en shock will 
d o it. Sold iers hav e been kn own to 
come out of battle with a fully 
d ev eloped case of exophthalmic 
goiter. 
The primary symptoms of the 
exophthalmic form of g o ite r - 
starin g eyes, tremblin g, sweatin g 
n erv ousn ess are the symptoms of 
a fear reaction . So the war might 
be the explan ation of my read ers’ 
in terest in the thyroid . 
I will en d eav or to an swer the 
letters en masse by explain in g ss 
best I can in this an d the followin g 
articles the fun ction s the thyroid 
performs in the bod y an d how it 
goes wron g. 


L o ca tio n o f Thy ro id Gla nd 
The thyroid glan d is located at 
the base of the n eck, is d iv id ed 
in to two parts which lie on each 
sid e of the Ad am’* apple an d are 
rach about the size of the ball of 
your thumb. 
It is a highly cellular organ 
which mean s the cells elaborate a 
v ecretion . The secretion is absorbed 
by the blood an d goes to all parts 
of the bod y. All secretion s d o 
somethin g. What d oes th* thyroid 
secretion d o? 
Well, we kn ow pretty well what 
it d oes, at least we kn ow what it 
d oes w hen the glan d is n ormal an d 
healthy. It stimulates ev ery cell in 
the bod y to activ ity. Cells hav e to 
be kept up to a certain lev el of 
activ ity — the gen eral activ ities 


common to all cells con sist in ab­ 
sorbin g food , usin g it, breakin g 
it d own an d sen d in g the by prod uct 
back to the blood to be excreted . 
Cells also hav e special fun ction s 
— muscle cells con tract an d d o 
work, n erv e cells carry impulses, 
etc. But the basal metabolism, as 
the physiologists call it, the break­ 
in g up an d utilization of food 
prod uct an d air is presid ed ov er by 
the thyroid glan d . 
Bod y Heat 
Your bod y heat is what it is be­ 
cause the thyroid stimulates all 
the cells to activ ity: their use of 
chemicals makes heat, just as the 
use of a fire makes heat by utiliza­ 
tion of chemicals. 
That is why the best test for the 
con d ition an d activ ity of the thy­ 
roid glan d is the so-called basal 
metabolism test. Those of you who 
hav e ev er had it remember it as 
breathin g in to a tin can back an d 
forth. The can is filled w ith pure 
oxygen an d the test con sists in 
seein g how much oxygen you con ­ 
sume in a certain giv en time. 
For ev ery person of a certain 
weight an d size the amoun t of 
oxygen used can be calculated 
within quite d efin ite limits, lf your 
thyroid glan d is workin g too much, 
if it is stimulatin g the cells of the 
bod y to excessiv e activ ity your 
basal metabolism will be up an d 
v ice v ersa. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
H. A. N. T.: What food s, espe­ 
cially fruits an d v egetables, should 
n ot be eaten when on e suffers 
from arthritis? I like th^m all but 
someon e is alway* sayin g, “ You 
should n ’t eat this.” 
An swer: Fay n o atten tion to 
the amateurs who ay you should n 't 
eat this or that! They are full of 
half kn owled ge. There is n o fruit 
or v egetable which is ba J for arth­ 
ritis.

What the Thyroid Gland 
Does and How It Works

FOR SOME reason that is not 
very dear to me, my mail of late 
has been full of inquiries every 
day about the thyroid gland and 
goiter.

to me becense usually when I get 
e lot of inquiries on one subject 
it is because I have written on it 
Rut I have had no articles on the 
thyroid for some time. Besides ac­ 
cording to our experience in my 
part of the world goiter is dimin­ 
ishing. Still the letters keep com­ 
ing in. 
Perhaps it is the war. It is well 
known that in any time of greet 
stress, anxiety, end tragedy, goiter 
increase#. Any sodden shock will 
do it Soldiers have been known to 
rome oat of battle with a fully 
developed ease of exophthalmic 
goiter. 
The primary symptoms of the 
exophthalmic form of goiter*- 
staring eyes, trembling, sweeting

nervousness ere the symptom! „ 
a fear reaction. So the war might 
be the explanation of my readers’ 
interest in the thyroid. 
I will endeavor to answer the 
letters en masts by explaining as 
best I can in this and the following 
articles the functions the thyroid 
performs in the body end how ti 
goes wrong. 


common to ail cells consist in ab­ 
sorbing food, using IL breaking 
it down and sending the by product 
back to the blood to be excreted. 
Cells also have spacial functions

Location of Thyroid Gland 
The thyroid gland is located at 
the baas of the neck, is divided 
into two parts which lie on each 
side of the Adam’s apple and are 
each about the rn* of the ball of 
your thumb. 
It is a highly cellular organ 
which means the c'lls elaborate a 
►aeration. The secretion is absorbed 
by the blood and goes to all parts 
of the body. All secretions do 
something. What does th# thyroid 
secretion do? 
Well, we know pretty well what 
it does, at least we know what it 
does when the gland is normal and 
healthy. It stimulates every cell in 
the body to activity. Cells have to 
be kept up to a certain level of 
activity — the general activities 


ing up and utilisation of food 
product and air is presided over by 
the thyroid gland. 
Body Heal 
Your body heat is what it is be­ 
cause the thyroid stimulates all 
the cells to activity: their use of 
chemicals makes heat, just as the 
use of a fire makes heat by utiliza­ 
tion of chemicals. 
That is why the best test for the 
condition and activity of th* thy­ 
roid gland is the so-called basal 
metabolism test. Those of you who 
have ever had it remember it aa 
breathing into a tin can back and 
forth. The can is filled with pure 
oxygen and the test consist* in 
seeing how much oxygen you con- 
•urns in a certain given time. 
For every person of a certain 
weight and size the amount of 
oxygen used can be calculated 
within quite definite limits, lf your 
thyroid gland is working too much. 
if it ii stimulating the cells of tho 
body to excessive activity your 
basal metabolism wilt be up and 
vice versa. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
H. A. N. T.: What foods, espe­ 
cially fruits and vegetables, should 
not ba eaten when one suffers 
from arthritic! I like them all but 
someone is always saving, "You 
shouldn’t eat this.*’ 
Answer: Pay no attention to 
the amateurs who . ay you shouldn't 
eat this or that! They are full of 
half knowledge. There is no fruit 
or vegetable which is bad for arth­ 
ritis. In fact, diet does not influ­ 
ence arthritis at all.
